Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5 would be allowable over the prior art of record. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art of record fails to disclose or fairly suggest a siderail assembly for a bed comprises a 
frame, at least one arm supported on the frame at one end for moving pivotally between two 
different positions, the other end of the arm being pivotally connected to a siderail support frame, 
the siderail support frame including at least one elongate upstanding guide member where a 
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siderail carriage frame being movable toward and away from the siderail support frame, at least 
one elongate link being pivotally connected to and extended between the siderail support frame 
and siderail carriage frame for moving the siderail carriage frame along the guide member so as 
to change the spacing between the siderail carriage frame and the siderail support frame and as 
specifically called for the claimed combinations. 

Conclusion 

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. The references cited disclose an apparatus and method for closing hospital bed gaps, 
a lifting mechanism for liftable side rail and a bed siderail.
